HIE Japanese army south of

People WhoFled from Ad- 
rianaple Return To Find 
Homes in Ruins, 


Boston, November’ 17.—The American 
board of missions today received a cable- 
gram from W. W. Peet, 1ts treasurer at 
Constantinople, announcing that the peo- 
ple in the vicinity of Adrianople, in Mace- 
donia, are suffering terrible distress, 
death by freezing and starvation staring 
them in the face. 

At the time of the disturbances last 
year from 12,000 to 20,000 fied from 
Adrianople into Bulgaria. The popula- 
tion of many Turkish villages also fied 
to other parts of Turkey. 

These people have returned to find their 
homes in ruins, nothing remaining but 
the bare land. 

Rev. Dr. George D. Marsh, the mis- 
sionary in charge of the relief work, has 
supplied them with tools with which to 
rebuild their ruined homes, and to till 
the soil. There can be no hope of fur- 
ther crops until next summer. Many 
will have to be.fed during the winter to 
keep them from starving.

Pardon Given In the Hope That It 
Will Be of Assistance to Her In 
Leading a Better Life. 

She Will Return to 
Savannah. 


Mamie DeCris, the white woman who 
Bas ben’ serving a two-year sentence in 
the state penitentiary for obtaining 
diamonds and jewelry under false pre- 
tenses in Savannah, and who was 
known as the “Diamond Queen,” was 
yesterday granted a pardon by the pris- 
on commission on the eve of the expira- 
tion of her sentence. 

This action of the prison commission 
was forecasted in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tien, the features of the case confront- 


| fag the commission, being stated. The) 


commission evidently decided to take the 
whances and show clemency to the wom- 
an in the hope that it would aid her in 
making good her expressed intention of 
leading a better lfe. 

The pardon when recommended by the 
commission was promptly granted by 
Governor Terrell. The reasons given in 
the order granting the pardon are as 
follows: 

“Defendant’s term will expire Novem- 
ber 2!, 1904, and expressing a profound 
repentance for her crime and her in- 
tention of leading a useful life after her 
discharge, it is thought that this clem- 
ency may be of assistance to her.’’ 

The exgressions from Mamie DeCris 
here referred to, of her repentance and 
her intention to lead a useful life, were 
eonveyed in a letter written by her to 
the commission several days ago. In 
that letter she practically asked for a 
pardon! for the reasons stated. 

Mamie DeCris will be released from 
the state prison farm at Milledgeviile 
tomorrow, only a couple of days before

An Anglo-Japanese Alliance. 

There is no doubt that Japan, what- 
ever the outcome of the present wa~. 
has gone up many pegs in the practi- 
cal estimation of the European pow: 
ers. We use the word “practical” with 
its literal signification. No other con- 
sideration could excite European offi- 
cial admiration. 

Now we hear of the Hon. Rutherford 
Harris, M. P., a conservative member 
‘of the British parliament of some dis- 
tinction, advocating a hard and fast 
lactive alliance between Japan and 
Great Britain, instead of the present 
milk-and-water quasi-alliance. Evi- 
dently Japan as a martial force has 
impressed Mr. Harris. He said in a 
recent public address: 

Although the present alliance is lim- 
‘fted in time and scope and aims only at 
preserving the integrity of China and 
securing thereby the ‘‘open door,’’ it wil! 
be found to be at no distant date of 
benefit both fo England and Japan to 
form a stiN closer alliance, offensive and 
defensive. The 800,000 soldiers pos- 
‘sessed by Japan would then render Eng- 
jland, from a military point of view, the 
‘equivalent of a first-class European mili- 
itary power, and it would be difficult to 
estimate the equivalent naval opponents 
.of the combined English and Japanese 
fleets. The prejudice against the east- 
ern alliance is rapidly disappearing in 
face of the evidence of culture, humanity 
and scientific resources afforded by Japan 
in this war. The trade results to Eng- 
land which would follow such an alliance 
/would be enormous. The sphere of in- 
fluence affected is practically one-quarter 
of the human races, for Japan will politi. 
cally influence China for several genera- 
tions to come. 


Very true, provided russia does not 
in the long run crush Japan by her 
behemoth attrition through sheer 
weight of numbers. If Japan emerges 
from her Manchurian war with the 
victor’s laurel on her brow, the proba- 
bility is that she will have too much 
sense, inspired by self-interest and 
pardonable selfishness, to lend her 
mailed hand to the uncomfortable 
task of pulling British trade chestnuts 
out of the fire. :

The impression prevails that Amer- 
icans are unusually hard drinkers and 
that the consumption of alcoholic bev- 
erages in this country is on the in- 
crease.

Editor Constitution: In the main TI 
heartily agree with your double-leaded 
editorial in your issue of today under 
the caption ‘“‘Let Christian Atlanta Make 
Answer,’ and also your discriminating 
leaders upon the same subject in pre- 
vious issues. 

But I think you will agree with me 
in saying that your remarks should be 
amended far enough to say that Chris- 
tian Atlanta has made answer long ago 
and many times, I have known this city 
and its evangelical churches for above 
thirty years, and I never knew it to fail 
in a matter of charity. I have known it 
to turn out almost in mass to carry fuel 
to the poor in extreme weather, to gather 
funds for the relief of sufferers by storm 
ANn@ pesffience and to respond to every 
sort of cry of distress, It sent food to 
starving Cuhans and relief to storm- 
swept Galveston. I have often had oc- 
casion to test the spirit of Atlanta in 
the matter of benevolence toward the 
needy, and I was never disappointed. 1 
doubt not every one of the~ churches 
which participated in the revival have a 
fund for the relief of the poor, and a 
committee to visit the distressed and 
administer to their wants. Two of them 
conduct hospitals for the sick, and an- 
other is upon the point of establishing 
such an institution. Are their critics 
doing as much? 

I dare affirm that there is not a case 
of want in this city today to the relief of 
which these churches will not leap to 
respond if brought to their notice, and 
that every one of them systematically 
seeks to discover those in need of their 
kind offices. Everyone of their pas- 
tors, I doubt not, has a regular company 
of pensioners upon -his benevolence. And 
all this is on account of their Christian 
faith and evangelical sentiments. It 
would be a strange thing indeed if hav- 
ing an increase of rejigion in the com- 
munity diminishes benevolence. 

After the Pentecost at Jerusalem men 
sold their lands in order to give to the 
needy, but, mark you, it was after the 
Pentecost, not before, And such has 
been the result, in a@ greater or less 
degree, of every great revival since. That 
was a hard age of the world, and one 
in which there walked abroad and laid 
down, at pools and at temple gates mul- 
titudes of sufferers beyond what we 
can easily imagine in this Christian city, 
and no man gave unto them. Selfishness 
even jumped between sufferers and the 
relief they sought. But after the re- 
vival of Pentecost all was changed so 
far as the followers of Jesus were con- 
cerned. 

When the Master eulogized the gift of 
the ointment in Simon’s house by the 
poor outcast who anointed Him, He said, 
in response to an ill-timed and ignoble 
criticism: “The poor ye have always 
with you,” and His words had a force 
in depicting conditions then prevalent 
in Palestine such as cannot now be 
found in any land where evangelical 
Christianity is prevalent, It is not an 
accident that in the British isles and 
America, where, for three centuries and 
more, great revivals have prevailed, there 
is found today more benevolence than 
anywhere else in the world, 

I predict that Christian Atlanta, 


meaning by that, evangelical Atlan- 
ta, will give more than all others to 
the relief of the poor in response to 
your appeal. Giving is mo new or 
strange thing to these evangelical 
Christians. They have answered 
such appeals for years and they wil!

Who is it that assumes to charge them 
with a lack of benevolence at this late 
day? It would be interesting to know 
how much of this criticism proceeds 
from a zeal for charity and how much 
is sprung from hostility to revivals, 1] 
will not seek to determine, but I will 
venture to sdy that the critics of the 
revival have no monopoly on benevo- 
lence which justifies them in assuming 
to be the especial champions of charity 
in this community, or {n undertaking to 
lecture the churches which participated 
in the meetings, Let the altar fires of 
these evangelistic churches burn low in 
Atlanta, and the city will quickly feel 
the chill.
